thoſe Citiesand places & the Court, which may bring extreame perill to the ſacred Per- 
ſoasof their Royall Mateſttes , voleſſeitbe very carefully avoyded. For the preventing 
cherfore of ſo great & ſoapparant a danger, wherin all lus Maieſties good and louing Sub- 
1e&ts haueſo large an intereſt. His Mateſty doth ſtraily charge and commaad, That no 
perſon or perſons of what dzgree or quality ſyeuer doe preſume to goe or repatre directly 
or tadirealy from the ſatd Citiezof Loadon or Weſtminſter,or either of them,or the ſub- 
urbs of them,or either of them,or the Borough of Sourbparke or Towne of Lamberb va- 
tothe Court, or to goe from the Court vato the ſaid cities of Loadon or Weſtminſter, 
or the Suburbs of them,or the ſaid Borrough of Sourbparke, or Towne of Lamberb, or ei- 
ther,or any of themand returae backe to the Court againe vpon paine of his Maieſhes 
heavy diſpleaſureand of ſuch further puniſhment as can by Law or by his Mateſbes pre- 
rogative Royall be 1nflifted v _ them forſo lugha contempt. Andf any Servant to hus 
Maeſty,or to the Queene hus Royall conſort 1a any office or place whatſoeuer, ſhall of- 
fead hereia,and either 1n their oWne perſon hauerecourſe to aad fro , or wittingly ſuffer 
any other to haue recourſe oracceſle ynto them from thoſe cities or ſuburbs thereof, or 
places aforeſaid, His Mareſty doth hereby ſigntfie and publiſh hus deternunate purpoſe 
aad reſolution, Thateuery ſuch offender ſhall nor xa 5 ipſo fafo forfeit and looſe the 
Officer place he holdeth , without any hopeor expeRation of favour now or at any 
time hereafter,but ſhall alſo1acurrethe heavieſt and ſeverett pumiſhment which can be 
nnflicted vpon them. And his Maeſty doth ftraitly charge and command all his lowing 
Subiects to be carefull in the due execution of his Royal will and pleaſure herein , not 
onely mtheir owne perſons, butinall others as muchas1n them hethand this to be ftrict- 
ly obſerved and continued vatill his Mateſty ſhall ſee cauſe toinlarge this reſtraine againe, 
Gluen at our Court at Salisbury the fine day of Oflober,in the firſt yeare of our raigne of 
Great Brittaine,France,and Ireland. ;
